Deserting «ho Wreck. 


The same glorious weather continues

The exodus trom the city has begun and 
comparative qoiet in the hotel corrridors 
and political centers is being restored. 
The regular trains last night were crowded 
to their utmost capacity and most of the 
special trains which brought the march- 
ing clubs have gone. 


Early this morning the work of taking 


dawn tho huge portraits, lithographs and 
banners was begun as well a* the removal 
of flags and bunting. There was a notice- 
able falling off in throng moving towards 
convention hall for the great dramatic 
incident had passed. 


Moralac Probabilities. 


The main interest this morning centered 


in the vice-presidential nomination. Un" 
til last night McLean had a commanding 
lead, but early in the day there was evi- 
dently some friction in the Ohio ranks 
and southern leaders held hurried conn- 
oils to determine their course. The names 
of Daniels and Blackburn were still heard 
as were those ol Sibley of Pennsylvania 
and Williams of Massachusetts, Worthing, 
ton and Fithian Williams of Illinois, were 
cmong the candidates. Mathews of In- 
diana was also being boomed for second 
place. 


Bryan Ever Reiuly to Talk. 


An effort was made last night to induce 


Bryan to attend a meeting of leaders but 
he declined saying it was the duty of 
Democrats to settle this question and 
without his advice. Great throngs beseiged 
Bryan's quarters and the demonstration 
was continuous. He spoke to all without 
restraint. 


The independent Movement. 


• The talk of independent candidates 
is still very embryotii; in character. The 
idea at present lacks the powerful influ- 
ence which New York, Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania and other strong-holds can 
give it.

Albert Haskins. 


Albert Haekins, one of the old and re- 


spected citizens of North Adams, died Fri- 
day night at his home in Walnut street 
after a long and lingering illness, in the 
81st year of his age. 


Mr. Haskins was born in North Adams 


and his whole life was passed here, fie 
was the son of Abraham and Roxina Has- 
kins, and.his birthplace was on Eagle 
street near the present site of St. Francis' 
church. His ancestors were among the 
early settlers of the town. 


Mr. Raskins' long life was one of ardu- 


ous industry. He was a stone mason by 
trade and the old Eclipse dam and the 
Glen Beaver and Briggsville dams were 
built by him. He was for many years en- 
gaged in moving buildings, a work at 
which he was an expert. He moved one 
of the first buildings ever moved in this 
city, and for many years he was the lead- 
ing man in this business in all this sec- 
tion. A few years ago he sustained a 
broken leg and he never did much work 
afterwards. His health had been feeble 
for some time, and last winter he suffered 
from grip and pneumonia, from the ef- 
fects of which he never recovered. 


Mr. Haskins was an honest and upright 


man and was highly jreepected. Ho was 
kind and obliging, and in his business 
matters he was faithful and reliable.

had been a member of the Methodist 
church for many years and his daily life 
showed that he was sincere in his reli- 
gious professions. His illness was borne 
without complaint and he was fully pre- 
pared for the change which brought to a 
close his earthly life.

ONE"HOLT"BROKEN. 


No More Suits Ajilnst the City on Account 


of Icy Walks. 


North Adams has snfi'ered considerably 


the past few years from suits agpinst the 
city by people who have been injured 
more or less seriously by falling on the 
walks. 
In some cases these accidents 


have been caused by defects in the walks, 
but in more cases the trouble has been 
caused by ice and snow on the walks. 
North Adams is not the only place that 
has suffered in this manner, although the 
chances against this city are particularly 
large, owing to its numerous and steep 
hills and to the fact that snow and ice are 
generally to be found here when they are 
to be found anywhere this side of the 
north pole. 


In such a climate as this it is utterly 


impossible to keep the walks in a per- 
fectly safe condition at all times in the 
winter season, and for this reason the 
state has deemed it unjust for cities and 
towns to be held responsible for accidents 
which human farsight and power are 
unable to avert. 
The result is a law 


passed by the last legislature exempting 
all cities and towns from liability for 
accidents caused by snow or ice where the 
walk itself is In proper condition. This 
does away with the ground for many suits 
and will stop a considerable drain on the 
public treasury. 


The passage of this law does not effect 


oases which are now pending. 


THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Notices ire being Served and Prosecutions 


wlPl Follow Non-Compllsncs. 


The board of health is Btill vigorously 


prosecuting its work in spite of some 
seeming delays her* and there. For in- 
stance, when the statement of a nuisance 
i. ordered or a property owner is ordered 
to connect his premises with the sewer 
a reasonable length ot time is allowed in 
which to comply with the order, and 
then if His disregarded prosecution will 
follow. As a rule the board finds the 
people ready and willing to do what is re- 
quired, but It is expected there will have 
to be a few prosecutions to show some of 
the dilinquents that the health officers are. 
actually in earnest. 


Outdoor closets are a great nuisance in 


some quarters, at this seas mi of the year 
especially, but they are to receive the at- 
tention of the board and will be carefully 
looked after. Charles E. Davis has been 
appointed to remove nightsoil and the 
board will insist that all of this work be 
done by him, so that it shall be thorough- 
ly done and that the board may know 
at all times the condition of tbii depart- 
ment of th e sanitary regulations. Notices 
will be served on all owners of such closoU 
in Jact, many have already been served, 
and failure to comply with the regulations 
will be dealt with according to law. 


As has before bsen stated, the board 


will insist on sewer connectians being 
made wherever possible, but there are 
some streets in the city which have not 
Seen accepted, and in which consequent- 
!y, there are no sewers. This, however, 
will not be accepted as an excuse for lin- 
ing these streets with public nuisances. 
When nothing bolter can be done the 
board will compel the construction of 
watertight cesspools which will have to 
be cleaned regularly. 


The board of health has already done a 


great deal of work the results of which do 
not yet appear, but which will he very 
apparent in the near future unless all 
signs fail. 
A civil lervice examination 


was held Friday and in a few days the 
board will have an agent whose services 
will greatly facilitate its work in certain 
directions. 


George Mallery. 


One of the oldest residents of Northern 


Berkshire passed away Friday afternoon 
by the death of George Mallery, who was 
nearly 93 years of age. He had been fee" 
ble for a long time and his death was due 
to old age. 


Mr. Mallery was born at Lucerne, N. Y.i 


October 11,1803. He was a man of strik- 
ing originality and his life was one of 
ceaseless activity. Born in the early 
years of the republic and cast upon his 
own resources very early in his boyhood 
days, his life stretching almost into an- 
other century, was a. ceaseless round of 
energetic toil. 


A man of almost boundless resources) 


he entered into various business ventures, 
many of which proved financially success- 
ful. 
His early years were passed on a 


farm in New York state, after which he 
learned the carpenter's trade. He came 
to North Adams when he was 30 years old, 
and resided for two years in the "Notch," 
during which time he was employed as 
carpenter by Harris Arnold. 


He soon started in business for himself, 


and at different times he owned and oper- 
ated a pail factory, match factory, meat 
market, large blacksmith and wagon- 
making shop, grocery store and fish mar- 
ket. Before the railroads were built he 
at one time did almost all the teaming be- 
tween North Adams r.nd Hudson, Albany 
and Troy, N. Y., having at one time forty 
horses on the road and doing the teaming 
for almost all the mills here. He was also 
a contractor and builder, and built a large 
number of houses in this city. He built 
with remarkable rapidity, and yet that he 
did not slight his work is evident from the 
fact that many houses built by him are 
still standing and are as sound today as 
ever. It is related of him that, taking a 
contract one Saturday nlglit to build a 
house as quickly as possible, lie had it 
ready for occupancy on the succeeding 
Saturday night. 
He also built quite 


largely in other towns in this and New 
York state, and dnring the building of the 
Erie caual he contracted for planking and 
piling the section through Montezuma 
Marsh. 


During 
the 
late 
rebellion 
Mr. 


Mallory was appointed state constable 
for 
this 
section. 
There 
were no 


licenses issued here at 
that time, 


and 
his 
efforts 
to 
enforce 
the 


liquor laws were continuous and untiring. 
Many a hard character has he arrested 
and placed in the "lock-up," even when 
he was obliged to look down the barrel of 
a revolver before struggling with his 
prisoner. 
Many attempts were made on 


bis life, and at one time he was left for 
dead on the east road to Adams. 


When he was 78 years old Mr. Mallery 


left North Adams and resided for two 
years in New York state. From there he 
went to Minneapolis, Minn. He built him 
a home there, and, although over 80 years 
old, he did all the work, excepting the 
mason work, entirely alone. He returned 
east in 1886, and had been back to Minne- 
apolis twice since that time. For the last 
four years he had resided with his son 
Charles in this city. 


Mr.Mallery was married at the age of 19 


to O.-rilla Robinson, by whom be had live 
children, all of whom are dead except 
Charles, who is 61 years old, and resides 
in this city. 
His son, J. Wesley, was 


killed at the battle of Malvcrn Hill. Mr. 
Mallery was married the second time to 
Charlotte Hobinson a sister of his first 
wife, by whom he had three children, 
Mrs. Susan Taylor, Wm. L, M*Hery and 
Mrs Avis Kimball, all living in Chicago. 


His father died and was burled in this 


city when he was 101 years old. He 
leaves one brother living in Palmer's 
Falls, N. Y., at the age of 90 years. 


Mr. Mallery was a man of exemplary 


habits, never using intoxicating drink* or 
tobacco. He had been a member of the 
Methodist Episcopal church since he was 
21 years old. 


The funeral service will be held Sunday 


afternoon at 3 o'clock at the homo of his 
son, Charles Mallery, 19 Rojk street, Rev. 
Dr. G. W. Brown officiating.

POLITICAL MADNESS. 


We cannot recall in the political history 


of this country any parallel to the mad 
and wild political pell-mell that has 
gathered at Chicago this week. It has 
be<n a western cyclone and its devasta- 
tion has swept and torn the ranks of the 
er. stern Democracy. 


There have been other equally enthusi- 


ast ic conventions. There have been much 
longer conventions. But there has been 
scnrcely another convention of any party 
vrithso little .leadership and with more 
confusion. There has been nothing to 
please or admire in the way of political 
strategy and generalship, any more than 
there is in the rush of any herd of Wild 
cattle stampeded by some scare. 


F.ut one feature of the Chicago conven- 


vcntion of 1896 does have its counterpart 
iu that of a previous Democratic conven- 
tion, and that the most disastrous Incident 
that ever yet has befallen a party in this 
country.

In the sober light of the days to succeed,

iield dailies and the Herald of this city to 
towns south of us on the B. & A. road 
saying no nomination had yet been made, 
\s ith no record later than the third ballot, 
tarried the TRAXSCRIPT v.-ith the bold 
head-lines, "Bryan.—Nominated for The 
]'residency by the Silver Crazed Demo- 
crats," and a complete story of how it 
was done.

We are opposed to 
the policy and practice of surrendering to 
the holder* of the obligations of the 
United States the option reserved by law 
to the Government of redeeming such 
obligations in cither silver coin or gold 
coin." 


A LOCAL RECORD VALUED BY OTHERS. 


At the expiration of the first six 


months of our city government 
THK 


TRAKBCRIPT published a resume of what 
had been accomplished by our own city 
official* and a general statement of the 
opinion of our cltimis upon the workings 
of ouri-barter and the advantage) to this 
community of our form of municipal 
government. 


The statement was in no way exagger- 


ated but It was such a splendid record of 
official capability and public spirit and 
gave such positive evidence of the admira- 
ble character of our system of managing 
municipal affairs that it was not only a 
source of justifiable pride to our people 
but proved to be of great interest and 
value to other communities which have 
been watching carefully North Adams 
and the working of its modern and highly 
Approved charter.

There has recently appeared in the Lon- 


don Times a series of exhaustive articles in 
opposition to the adoption by England of 
the metric system. "It will rather sur- 
prise many people,'' flays The Pall Mall 
Gazette, "to learn that the author of theso 
articles is Mr. Herbert Spencer. The 
angels hare always bpen regarded as on 
the hide of the innoration, rather than 
against it. Mr. Spencer sums up ills objec- 
tions under four heads, which may be im- 
pressive enough on the ground oC principle, 
but will hardly shake the faith of those 
•who know from consular reports »nd bit- 
tor experisncc how much Briti«h industries 
nre hampered in dealing with the motor 
using nations. He fays, briefly speaking: 


"(1) That mankind began with the dec- 


imal system and abandoned it in the 
course of civili/ation for easy aliquot divi- 
sions, pipeciully the duodecimal; (2) that 
thu French took a century and a half to 
find ont the boasted conveniences of the 
metric- system, and then only recognized 
them under penal compulsion; (3) that in 
Amerlco, where & decimal coinage pre- 
vails, it la rejected in favor of an easy 
aliquot divisional system on the stock ex- 
change, where money transactions are 
chiefly managed; (4) that not only the 
practical men of the west today, but the 
wise men of the east ninny hundreds of 
years ago, have agreed upon the impor- 
tance of great divisibility. The Chaldeans 
based their calculations on the cumber 80, 
which ris« too divisions, and we today ara 
proposing to go hack to a form of measure- 
ment characterized by relative indivisibil- 
ity."

In the year 1833 a little 
band of artists — true Bohemians, long 
haired, cadaverous—extravagantly dressed 
ID all colors of the rainbow, encamped 
themselves in a desolate quarter of Paris.

mantlqufs produced masterpieces of gen- 
ins. 


On narrow panels high above Ms head, 


Corot produced two exquisite views of 
Italy; below him Chassereau designed a 
Diana bathing, where were already Indi- 
cated tho almost savage grace and freedom 
of his later works, Camille Bogler covered 
the celling with oriental fancies; Uarllhat, 
Celestin Nantenll, Adolphe Lelenx added 
their daring and picturesque contributions 
and, brush in hand, these artists, them- 
selves aspiring poets, recited verses from 
Hugo and Alfred de Musset as n fitting ac- 
companiment to pictorial inspiration.

Chicago, July 11.—The fourth day's 


session of the democratic national con- 
vention wasopenedin torrid heat. The 
galleries were crowded and everything 
promised a repetition of the exciting 
scenes of the previous sessions 
The 


absence of Senator Hill and Secretary 
Whitney was commented upon. After 
prayer by Rev. Dr. Green, the chair 
recognized Mr. Harrity of Pennsyl- 
vania who placed in nomination ex- 
GOT. Robert E. 
Pattison. 
Former 


Gov. 
Pennoyer of Oregon was then 


named by Mr. Miller of that state. 
The 
nominations 
were 
seconded. 


No other names being presented, the 
chair declared the nominations closed, 
and, first invoking order, directed the 
secretary to call the roll of states. 
When the first state was called Chair- 
man Looms of Alabama rose to say 
that several of the delegates desired to 
vote for former Gov. Russell of Massa- 
chusetts, but under the unit role he 
cast the 
22 votes of Alabama for 


Horace Boies. Several of the chair- 
men of the delegations injected little 
stump speeches into their announce- 
ments of the votes of the delegations. 
When Massachusetts was reached a 
delegate announced that the chairman 
and vice-chairman were absent, and 
Mr. O'Sullivan of the delegation an- 
nounced that these gold men were pur- 
posely absenting themselves. 
New 


Jertey being reached, the chairman oi 
the delegation rose and said that New 
Jersey declined to vote, whereupon the 
galleries broke into cheers and hisses. 
The chair requested that such demon- 
strations cease, and a delegate shouted: 
"They are all republicans and ought to 
be put out." The state of New York 
refused 
to 
vote. South Carolina 


caused a surprise when the chairman 
announced that under instructions 
from her state convention South Caro- 
lina cast IT votes for "her honored 
son." Benjamin 
Tillman, one not 


voting. (Hissesand cheers.) 


Blight Applanie for Teller. 


The state of Colorado, which had 


been passed by consent, was called and 
brought Senator Teller's name before 
the convention. It was received with 
faint hisses and very slight applause. 
Massachusetts, whioh had also been 
passed, brought In Hill's name by cast- 
Ing one vote for him. The second bal- 
lot was begun at 12:35. As soon as it 
was started Senator White vacated the 
chair, placing the gavel in the hands 
of Mr. Richardson of Tennessee. South 
Carolina swung over from Tillman to 
Bryan , whose gains had begun early 
in the balloting. The District of Co- 
lumbia manifested its capacity for 
lightning changes by scattering its 
vote as follows: Three for Bryan, one 
for Bland, one for Boies and one for 
McLean. Before the vote was an- 
nounced and while it was being footed 
up California announced a change ef 
her vote, as follows: Bryan, 14; Bland, 
1; Matthews, 1; Boies, 1. A gain of 
seven for Bryan. 


Attempt To Stamped* the Convention. 
The result of the fourth ballot had 


only been partially announced when, it 
was interrupted by an intensely dra- 
matic scene. When Bryan's big gain 
from 219 to 380 leading Bland and all 
other candidates was announced, by a 
prearranged plan Bryan banners were 
raised on the standards of several 
states and big shouting was indulged 
in with a view of stampeding the con- 
vention to his support. Xevada, a 
McLean state; Kansas, a Bland state; 
Idaho and other states that lictd pre- 
viously voted for other candidates, led 
tho movement. 
They were quickly 


followed in the order named by New 
Mexico, California, Nevada, District of 
Columbia, Idaho, Minnesota, Washing- 
ton, 
Virginia and Indian Territory 


who all raised their standards and 
jcvned in the general shout for Bryan. 
Then a procession was started, the 
standard of twenty-two states and 
territories being born round the hall 
amid a perfect tornado of cbeering. 
Then Illinois joined in and Florida fol- 
lowed. Ohio came in and a brief spell 
of silence followed as the rumor passed 
around that a deal was on with Mc- 
Lean for second place. After fifteen 
minutes of this hippodrome perform- 
ance the announcement of the result 
was continued and the fourth ballot 
was announced. Immediately follow- 
ing the announcement Senator White 
said the proceedings had reached the 
stage where it was necessary for the 
chair to state his construction of the 
two-thirds rule. A careful examina- 
tion of the records of democratic con- 
ventions left but oce decision open to 
the chair. The noise and confusion in 
the hall made the chairman pause: 
"Oh, gentlemen," he remonstrated, 
"do keep quiet." Cries of "sit down, 
•it down." Two-third! Bale. 


The chairman said that the two- 


thirds rule had been acted upon without 
objection ever since its adoption in the 
Ohio convention of 1853. The rule read 
that "two-thirds of the whole number 
of votes given shall be necessary to a 
nomination for president and vice- 
president." Therefore, in the opinion 
of the chair, two-thirds of the vote 
given would nominate the candidate 
for president and vice-president of the 
United States (cheers). "Call the roll," 
he ordered, and the fifth ballot was 
begun. It soon became evident that 
liryan was secure of votes sufficient on 
this ballot to nominate him by ths 
necessary majority. When Kentucky, 
which was one of the state* which did 
not join in the procession, was reached, 
Mr. Rhea, who had put Senator Black- 
burn in nomination rose and said: 
"While Kentucky loves her great 
democrat, Joe Blackburn, and would 
be glad to see ham elected president of 
the United States, yet as he served in 
the confederate army they do not seem 
to want him (faint hisses). Therefore, 
Kentucky takes great pleasure in cast- 
Ing her twenty-six votes for the world's 
greatest orator, W. J. Bryan" (cheers). 


Blaad'i Nam* Withdrawn. 


Ohio still stood by McLean. Illinois, 


which had asked to be passed, cast her 


48 votes lor Bryan. This left him with 
448 votes.ee short of the necessary 
•umber. 
Oklahoma changed her 8 


votes from Bland to Bryan, making 
4S4. 
Then Ohio withdrew the name of 


McLean and east 4« votes for Bryan, 
making his total 600. Before the re- 
sult was announced, but when it was 
known that Bryan had received within 
a few votes of the necessary number, 
Gov. Stone of Missouri ascended the 
platform, and as soon as order could 
be obtained he addressed the conven- 
tion in these words: "Gentlemen of 
the convention—Two or three days 
since I received this note 
from 


Richard Bland, which I will now 
read in your hearing: 
'I wish it 


to be understood that I do not desire 
the nomination unless it is the judg- 
ment of the free silver delegates that I 
would be the strongest candidate. 
If 


it shall at any time appear that jny 
candidacy is the least obstsuction to 
the nomination of any candidate who 
is acceptable to the free coinage dele- 
gates or one more acceptable to a ma- 
jority of those delegates than myself I 
wish my name at onoe unconditionally 
withdrawn from further consideration. 
I am willing to waive state instruc- 
tions for me if need be, and to let the 
free silver delegates settle the whole 
matter. 
The cause must ba put above 


the man.'" (Applause.) Gov. Stone 
then said: 
"Now, in the name of 


Missouri, I lower the standard under 
which we have fought throughout this 
convention, and in its place I lift that 
of the gifted and glorious son of Ne- 
braska. 
(Loud and long-continued 


cheering.) He then cast the 3t votes 
cf Missouri for Bryan. 


Stumped* to tha Bryan Column. 


Judge Van Wagenen of Iowa was 


next recognized. He said the Iowa 
delegation bore to Chicago with them 
a message from Gov. Boies saying that 
he had only the success of the party at 
heart; that he would not be disap- 
pointed if he was not nominated, but 
would be disappointed if success did 
not come in November. 
Judge Van 


Wagenen then withdrew the name of 
Boies, and cast the 23 votes of Iowa for 
Bryan. 
Senator Jones stood on his 


chair to announce that Arkansas 
changed her vote of 16 from Bland to 
Bryan. 
Montana changed their 6 


votes from Bland to the winner, the 
chairman declaring that it was the in- 
tention of his state to stick to Bland 
from first to last and they had done 
their duty. Senator Turpie of Indiana 
mounted the platform and said amid 
great noise and confusion that he was 
authorized to withdraw the name of 
Gov. Matthews and to cast the vote of 
Indiana for William J. Bryan of 
Nebraska. (Cheers). 


Mad* Unanimous. 


Senator Turpie then moved that the 


nomination of Bryan be made unani- 
mous. After the vote of Texas had 
been shifted to Mr. Bryan, the chair- 
man put the question on 
Senator 


Turpie's motion, and declared it car- 
ried—only a few votes in the negative 
coming from the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion. 
When the announcement was 


made all order was cast to the winds. 
The delegates and the audience began 
to cheer and to wave hats and flags 
and banners; while the march around 
the sections was again taken up—all 
the state emblems being this time car- 
ried in the procession. 
A band of 


music entered the hall from the vesti- 
bule and marched at the head of the 
procession playing "Marching Through 
Georgia" and other popular airs, in 
tha chorus of which many of those 
present joined. 
''Dixie," which the 


band also played, had the usual effect 
of heightening the enthusiasm, and 
was cheered again and again. 
At 


3:45 p. m. the sergeant-at-arms, in be- 
half of the chairman, succeeded in 
getting a hearing so far as to be able 
to announce that the convention stood 
in recess till 8 p. m.

Washing ton, July 11. — There is 


nothing In roaantto literature that 
surpassed the meteorio career of Wll- 
liam Jennings Bryan, who was nomi- 
nated at Chicago for the highest office 
within the gift of the American people. 
The constitutional age of presidents is 
35 years. Bryan is 88, and If elected 
in November he will be the youngest 
president that the White House has 
ever known. He is essentially a self- 
mads man amd a sun of the people. 
His principal education was gained in 
the publlo sdbools of Salem, 111., where 
his parents resided. During the suc- 
ceeding six years he received an 
academic training. 
The bent of his 


mind was toward the law and it was 
in the office of Lyman Trumbull, him- 
self a conspicuous figure during the 
war and the reconstruction period 
which followed, that he laid the founda- 
tions of his legal career. It was in 
congress, however, that Mr. Bryan 
made the reputation which has swept 
him into his present prominence. In 
1880, when only 30 years of age, he was 
elected a member of the house from 
the First district of Nebraska, where 
he located Immediately after his admis- 
sion to the bar. During the considera- 
tion of the single tariff bills, which 
were brought before the house during 
the first session of that congress, Mr. 
Bryan electrified his colleagues by the 
force and vigor of his utterances, his 
intimate knowledge of economic mat- 
ters, the gracefulness of his oratory 
and his ability to sustain himself with 
credit against the ablest debaters upon 
the republican side of the chamber. 


Bpr.an g Into Tame in a Day. 


His time on that occasion was re- 


peatedly extended and he spoke in all 
several hours. He awoke the next 
morning to find himself famous. Nor 
was it ephemeral fame. He became 
from that day a conspicuous figure in 
a house whioh include^ such giants of 
debate as Breckinridge of Kentucky, 
Bourke Cockran and John B. Fellows 
of New York, Dingley and Beed of 
Maine, Springer of Illinois, Lodge of 
Massachusetts, Oats of Alabama and 
William L. Wilson of West Virginia, 
who now holds the office of postmaster- 
general. While Mr. Bryan was not a 
free trader he favored the lowest tariff 
consistent with the necessities of the 
government and he was placed by 
Speaker Crisp on the ways and means 
committee, an unusual honor for a new 
man. 
When the 53d congress met, Mr. 


Bryan had also achieved a reputation 
as a staunch supporter of free silver, 
and when President Cleveland con- 
vened that congress in extraordinary 
session in the autumn of 1S03 Mr. Bryan 
was Mr. Bland's efficient lieutenant in 
leading the opposition to the repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act. He continued in that congress as 
a member of the ways and means com- 
mittee. He was one at the sub- 
commit tee which had IK «harge the in- 
ternal revenue schedule of what was 
subsequently known as the < Wilson 
tariff bill and he shares with Mr. Mc- 
Millan of Tennessee In being the first 
to suggest the incorporation in that 
measure of an income tax. 


BrjM'i Personality. 


' Mr. Bryan added to his laurels as a 
brilliant and ready debater during the 
discussion of that measure in the 
house, and his influence was also ex- 
erted In favor of the income tax, which 
he regarded as one of its most essential 
features. With this congress Mr. 
Bryan's congressional career- ended, 
and he returned to Omaha to accept 
the editorship of the World-Herald of 
that city, although his home for many 
years has been at Lincoln, the state 
capital. Mr. Bryan is about the me- 
dium in height. His face is cleanly 
shaven, and in appearanc he resembles 
the great Pennsylvania commoner, 
Samuel J. Randall, who, at Mr. Bry- 
an's age, might readily have passed for 
the latter's twin brother. He is a 
strict church man, and on several oc- 
casions during his residence in this 
city addressed the Young Men's Chris- 
tian association and other religious 
bodies. He is earnest and enthusiastic 
in whatever cause enlists his sympa- 
thies, and it is not doubted that his 
personality will largely influence the 
approaching campaign. 


Mrs. Bryan WltneiM* the Balloting-. 
Chicago, July 11.—Mrs. Bryaa, wife 


of the nominee, who is a small, modest- 
looking woman, had a seat in the gal- 
lery to the left of the speaker1* stand, 
yesterday afternoon. When it was posi- 
tively known that her husband had 
been named for the presidency she was 
surrounded by admiring friends and 
heartily congratulated. She thanked 
each one pleasantly and throughout 
maintained a quiet demeanor that im- 
pressed those about her. To a repre- 
sentative ef til* United Press, she said: 
"I think my husband will try to de- 
serve the great honor these men have 
conferred upon him. I appreciate it, 
I assure you. If his wife's aid is of

London, July 11.—The government 


was questioned in the house of com- 
ment Imst night |in regard to the truth 
of the statements contained in a 
special news dispatch from Athens, 
that Russia vras prompting France to 
occupy Crete and hold that island 
•gainst Great Britain's tenure of Cy- 
prus; that the Greek government had 
become alarmed and was inducting tha 
Cretans to accept the terms of the 
porte, and that the English fleet had 
been so strengthened »s to practically 
bloekade the island of Crete. George 
N. Curzon, under foreign secretary, re- 
plied that the government had not 
heard of any of these things apd re- 
garded them as extremely improbable.
